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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of the Claims 

1 . This action is in response to the RCE filed on October 29, 2004. Claims 25-44 
are pending. No claims are amended. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 25-34, drawn to translating the internal script, classified in class 
717, subclass 136. 

II. Claims 35-37, drawn to determining an internal format and mapping the 
internal format, classified in class 715, subclass 516, 522-524. 

III. Claims 38-41 , drawn to acquiring information from a smart card, classified 
in class 705, subclass 41 , 64-65. 

IV. Claims 42-44, drawn to plurality of fields contain information are stored on 
a smart card, classified in class 902, subclass 26. 

3. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I, II, III and IV are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable 

together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if 
they are shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention I has separate 
utility such as translating the internal script. Invention II has separate utility such as 
determining an internal format. Invention III has separate utility such as acquiring a 
smart card definition.
